There are two classes of criminal statutes be- 
tween which a fairly sharp line of demarcation 
may be drawn. The most important class includes 
the laws against predatoryicrimes such as murder, 
arson, and burglary. These laws were not inspired 
by the desire to enforce private morality; they were | 
designed to safeguard society against recalcitrant | 
and destructive minorities. They nelate to the 
fundamental conditions of civilized existence; they 
are protective in purpose rather than cerrective or 
evangelistic. ries | 

Ihe other class of criminal laws, on the other 
hand, has no direct relation to the public peace 
and security.” They are designed to protect the 
individual against his own “evil” tendencies. Or. 
more properly, their purpose is to force him to 
square his conduct with some one else's conception 
of @ well ordered life. A shining example of this 
bort of legislation is found in the laws which some. 
states have passed against cigarets. |

STUPID CENSORSHIP.

The New York clearing house com- 
mittee has taken up the question of 
members of the association paying in- 
terest in excess of 2 per cent on out 
of town bank balances.

It will be in 
the form of an amendment providing 
that the interest rate on balances shall 
fluctuate with the federal reserve 
bank's discount rate for ninety day 
commercial paper. The interest rate 
suggested will be 2 per cent under the 
reserve bank rate, but the maximum 
rate paid shall not be in exeess of 3 
per cent. The prevailing rate of the 
New York reserve bank is 4% per cent. 
If the amendment is adopted the asso- 
ciated banks will pay 2% per cent. 

Chicago bankers, having connections 
with New York, are of the opinion that 
the amendment will not carry. Two or. 
three banks are strongly in favor of 
increasing the present rate of 2 per 
cent on out of town bank deposits, but, 
as understood here, the old line influen- 
tial members of the clearing house are 
against changing the current practice.
